We, Gkokue IIakry Gascoigne. a 
British Subject, of Queen smere, Woking- 
ham, Berkshire, and Joskiui Roueks 
Knox, a British Subject, of 7, Bruns- 
wick Hill, Beading, Berkshire, do here- 
by declare the nature of t his invention 
and in what manner the same is to be 
performed, to be particularly described 
and ascertained in and by the following 
statement 

For the purpose of cleaning the rubber 
liners of teat cups of milking machines 
it has been customary hitherto to employ 
brushes of various shapes which are 
passed up and down the liner with a 
reciprocating motion . The foreign matter 
deposited in such liners is usually of a 
greasy nature and the use of a biush 
is not always sufficiently efficacious for 
the purpose intended. Moreover ■ s;;ch 
I, rushes readily wear oul and there is 
•always a tendency for them to be kept in 
use after the fibres have become worn and 
ineffective. 

Xow tlie object of the present inven- 
tion is to provide a simple and inexpen- 
sive cleaning device for tin 1 purpose 
specified which will not be subject to the 
disadvantage inherent in brushes. 

With this and other objects in view 
the improved cleaning device constructed 
according to tin's invention comprises a 
rotary member with rigid scraper edges 
which extend lengthwise thereof and con- 
form, to the length and the longitudinal 
cross section of the liners to be cleaned 
and to the shape of the bottom of such 
liners and a crank handle for the purpose 
of rotating the same when inserted in a 
liner, the diameter of the device as 
measured at the leading 1 edges of the 
scrapers being slightly in excess of (he 
internal diameter of iTie liners. 

In the accompanying drawing 
(rated a constructional example 
improved cleaner device: — 

Fig. i is a front elevation 
device, and 

Figs. 2 and ■> are cross sectional views 
of the roiarv sera nor member taken on 
the lines 2—2 and :\ of Fig. 1 

resnect i vely. 

Referring to those Figures it may be 
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seen that the improved cleaning device 
comprises an elongated member a of 55 
wood, metal, or any other suitable 
material formed with a plurality of pro- 
jecting scraper edges b which extend 
lengthwise of live body and conform to 
the length and the longitudinal section of 
the liner. 

The body member a and its scraper 
edges are rounded off somewhat at one 
end a 1 to facilitate the insertion of the 
device into the teat cup liners to be 
cleaned and at the same time t o con form 

to thc.^liai>e of the^ liner at Ui.e Jbojiom' 

whilst at the~o flier end The scraper edges 
preferably extend to a^^eaj^^^li^is as 
a t or. in order that fhey^mav project into 
anTPeloan effectively the annular recess 
formed adjacent the upper end of the 
teat cup liner. The scraper edges which 
are either straight as shown or disposed 
more or less helically about the bodv may 
of course be modified in order to fit other 
shapes of liner. 

Fixedlv secured to the upner end of 
the member a is a cranked shaft r hav- 
ing a handle <T which is pref'-'V • ' 1 v 
arranged to roiate freely thereon. 

The outside diameter of the devic as 
mensured at the leading or operative edy -s 
of the scrapers is made to exceed slightly 
the internal diameter of the ru'*h«T 
liners to he cleaned, in order that an effec- 
tive scraping pressure may be assured 
between the scraping edges and the walls 
of the liner when the device is heimr used. 
For the purpose of (leaning a teat cup 
liner if is only necessary to insert the 
.cleaning device lengthwise into the liner 
and then rotate it by the crank handle 
whereupon the scraping action set up will 
effectively remove all grease and other 
foreign unit for adhering tn the wall-. 

Having now particularly described -tnd 
ascertained the nature of our said inven- 
tion and in what manner the *nmo •> t 
be oeformed, we declare (hat what w 
•claim is :- - 

1. A d"vioe for cleaning tin- rubber 
liners of teat cups for niilkimv machines 
comprising an elongated !- odv member 
with scrape - *' edges which extend lengt^- 
wise thereof and conform to the length 
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
